To Mis Excellency, 
A. I. Borneman, Governor: 

_ Srr—I have the honor to report to your Excel- 
lency, as requested, the receipts and disbursements of this depart- 
ment from the date of the organization of the State, June 20th, 1863, 
to December 31st, 1868, inclusive, 

Table “A,” exhibits the receipts from all sources and the entire 
disbursements, with the balance in the Treasury, at the close of the 
calendar year. 

Table “B,” the deposits at that date inthe several Banks, author- 
ized by law to receive and disburse the State funds. I have been 


unable to classify the items of receipts, so as to show the amounts ` 


paid into the Treasury each year, partly owing to the derangement 
growing out of the organization of the new State; but more especial- 
ly on account of the sheriffs and other officers of the State not being 
required to deposit, specifically, the tax upon -the several items-of 
revenue nor for the period when paid. In several instances monies 
have been deposited and sent to me for taxes of 1863, and licenses 
1862, in banks remote from the capital and embodied in one receipt. 
I would therefore, with a view to ascertain as nearly as practicable, 
the revenues paid into the Treasury for each year, suggest that you 
recommend to the Legislature, that laws be passed to effect that 
object, and.also a change of our fiscal year from October 1, to Jan- 
uary 1. The Legislature meeting now on the 3d Tuesday in Jan- 
uary, will ordinarily give ample time for the different officers of the 
State to make their reports to that body.
